Bot In diplomacy, while tbe results 
come out, the moves on the chess 
board tbat go to make a game usually 
remain secret True, now and again 
some one of these moves leaks out, but 
it never bears the official stamp of 
truth. The following episode is a case 
In point:

the best spy system in the world, and

Tbe known history of tbe tone 
hat been carefully complied by Oua- 
tav Kobbe in big "Famoua American 
Songs," as follows: 


"On Saturday night. Sept. 17, 1800. 


after the performance one of the Bry- 
ants told Emmet tbat a new walk 
around was wanted in time for re- 
hearsal on Monday. The minstrel re- 
plied tbat, while the time was very 
short, he would do bis best 
Tbat 


night after he reached borne he tried 
to hit upon some tune, but the music 
wouldn't come. His wife chterlly told 
htm to wait until morning, tie should 
have the room to himself so tbat be 
could work undisturbed, and when be 
bad finished the walk around be could 
play it for her sis a sole audience.

"Next day was rainy and dismal. 


Soin«» \t»nrs before Emmet had traveled 
with a circus as a drummer. In winter 
the warm southern circuit was a popu 
lar route with circus people, and those 
who were obliged to show north would 
say when the cold weather would make 
them shiver, 'I wish I was In Dixie.'

Pea Growers Suffer Leea. 


The canning of peae baa become an 


Important industry In many sections 
of Wisconsin, and is receiving an in- 
creasing amount of 
attention 
from 


business men as well as farmers. The 
pea is a highly 
specialized 
plant, 


which under favorable conditions, de- 
velops very rapidly. This rapid de- 
velopment renders the crop very ten- 
der and likely to be Injured by ad- 
verse condition*, such as lack of 
drainage, hot weather, Insects and 
blight. 


The investigation carried 
on by 


the department of plant pathology of 
the Wisconsin College of Agriculture 
during the past three seasons 
Indi- 


cate that 
the destrictlve diseasea 


known collectively at pea Wight have 
been most Important in 
determining 


the success or failure of the pea 
crop. 
Weather conditions 
have 
a 


marked Influence on the extent of the 
diseaee, but our observations and ex- 
periments show conclusively 
that 


blight is primarily caused by fungus 
attacks. 


The fungus causing pea blight may 


be present In the seed, where it pro- 
duces brownish spots on the eeed 
coats, or grows inside the cotyledons, 
where It cannot 
be readily 
distin- 


guished. On the growing plant the dis- 
ease makes itself known by the pres- 
ence of a rot which attacks the stems 
at the base, causing a black or brown 
color. 
If the plant survives thte first 


attack, the stem is so weakened by 
the girdling action of the fungus that 
it wilts quickly 
when hot weather 


comes. 
With a magnifying glass. It 


is possible to see on the 
diseased 


stems small pustules which are filled 
with spores or "germs." 


These spores carry the blight from 


plant to plant and from field to field. 
When one of them lodges on a leaf or 
pod and there 'is any moisture pres- 
ent, it grows at once 
into 
the tis- 


sue and causes a brown blotch or 
epot, depending on the 
kind of fun- 


gus in question. These 
blight spots 


on the pods are 
very important, 


since, the fungus grows through the 
pod Into the young seed beneath and 
remains there alive ready to cause 
trouble 
when 
planted 
next 
vear. 


These spots on the pod are definite 
in outline and in later stages 
have 


pustules in the center. It Is Important 
to distinguish the blight spots from 
similar brown spots caused 
by hail 


injury. The hail spot* are usually not 
as dark brown in color, are indefinite 
in outline, and do not have the spore- 
bearing pustules In the center. 


In the latter part of the season 


the blight 
fungus 
undergoes a re- 


markable change in the dead straw or 
volunteer vines. The overwintering 
stage Is produced which permits the 
fungus to remain in the pea rubbish 
and be ready to cause disease the next 
year.

THE COLORADO •ILVIM TROPHY 


FOR OATS WON A SECOND 


TIME BY CANADA. 


The most recent achievement of 


Canada'* Weat la winning for the sec- 
ond time the magnificent $1,600 silver 
trophy awarded by the State of Colo- 
rado for the beat peck of oata. At 
Columbua, Ohio, in 1911, J. C. Hill * 
Sona of Lloydminster, Saskatchewan, 
placed a peck of oata grown on their 
farm in competition, with oata from 
every part of the world. The judgea 
had no difficulty in deciding, and the 
award waa given to the Saakatchewan 
grown oata. In 1912, the Corn Expo* 
aition had no exhibition, and our Ca- 
nadian frienda, although ready for a 
second contact had no opportunity. 
In 1913, the exhibition of the Society 
waa held at Columbua, 8. C., and, it la 
aald of it that it waa one of the beat 
yet held.

graina, Hill A Sona of Lloydminiter 
had on exhibition for the conteat an- 
other peck of oata grown on their 
Saskatchewan farm, in 1912. There 
waa no trouble for the Judgea. no time 
necessarily lost in reaching a decision. 
Hill & Sona won, and for the second 
time their name will appear on the 
creat of the cup. The third space will 
doubtless be occupied by their name, 
and then this aplendid trophy will be 
theirs.

BEEF STEW AND DUMPLINGS 


Excellent and Substantial Dish That 


May Be Prepared at Compara- 


tively Small 


I use an "aitch" bone for this and 


reserve part for a roast, as the whole 
bone would make stew enough for 15 
people. 
However, shinbone can be 


used If you prefer. 


Take off enough of the fat to brown 


the meat and vegetables and let it 
be trying out while you are preparing 
the meat. If there la not fat uae a 
little pork fat or drippings. 


Cut your meat into dice about an 


Inch large each way, dredge 
them 


well with salt, pepper and flour, and 
brown in hot fat. Put in your stew- 


Cut two onlona, one small turnip 


and half a carrot 
Into 
dice 
and 


brown; add to the meat, cover with 
boiling water and cook until the meat 
it tender. 
Remove bone and skim 


off the fat; add six or eight small 
potatoes, which have been pared and 
parboiled. 
Add salt and pepper to 


taste. 
Cook until nearly done «nd 


then add dumplings. 


Dumplings.—One pint of flour, % 


teaspoon of salt, 2 teaspoons baking 
powder. Mix thoroughly. Add enough 
milk to make a soft dough. Shape 
and cook ten minutes in the soft 
dough. Add salt and baking powder 
to the flour, and sift all so as to mix 
them thoroughly -with enough milk to 
make a dough you can handle; it will 
take about a cupful; they can 
be 


dropped from the spoon or shaped a 
little with the hands. 


The stew should be boillns; rapidly 


when the dumplings are add4d, and 
continue to boil rapidly while they 
are in. Do not have so much water 
or broth in the stew that the dump- 
lings cannot rest on the meat or on 
the potatoes. If they do not they will 
be heavy. And do not put in so many 
that they will crowd each other, for 
that makes them heavy also.—Boston 
Globe.

Care of Those Afflicted With Tubercu- 


losis Plainly a Drag on the 


Central Welfare. 


Dr. H. L. Marries, superintendent of 


th«» Rhode island state sanatorium, 
has recently demonstrated by some 
Interesting studies of patients dis- 
charged as "apparently cured" from 
that institulion. that a sanatorium is 
a sound Investment for any state cr 
city. The groaa earnings of 170 rsx- 
patlents obtained in 1911 amounted to 
$102,762, and those of 211 cases m 
1912, 
to $112,021. 
By applying the 


same average earnings to all ex-pa- 
tients of the sanatorium living in 1911 
and 1912, Dr. Barnes concludes that 
their Income in tbeae two years was 
$551.000. This sum is more than three 
times the coat of maintenance Of the 
sanatorium. Including interest at 4 
per cent, on the original investment 
and depreciation charges. Dr. Barnes 
concludes, however, 
"While institu- 


tions for the cure of tuberculosis are 
good Investments, there is good rea- 
son for thinking that Institutions for 
the isolation of far advanced cases 
would be still better investments."
